^O DEVELOPMENT in connection with Senator 
GeoTRe W. N orrii’ diicushlon on the floor of 
the United State» « enate of Wendell L. W illk ie w e e 
more rtve a llnf than the one dealing w ith the strug­ 
gle between Com monwealth 4c Southern, of which 
Mr. W illk ie wa* president, and TV A. 
Senator N orrii delved into the hlitory of legii- 
latlon which would perm it TVA to pay out of its 
earnings to counties served by it amount* equal 
to the taxe* pr^ louily paid by the private com ­ 
panies. T hat has been one of the traditional argu- 
mcnta used by the private companies in com bating 
developm ents sim ilar to TVA. 
It deprived, they 
aaid, counties and m unicipalities of tax revenues 
paid m by the private companies. 
Mr. Willk ie'« appearance before the house com­ 
m ittee was characteristic. 
“I would let them (the counties) stew m their 
own Juice,” Mr. W illk ie said. 
"A few bank rupt 
counties would be very enlightening.” 


■ • TOW 
enlightening? 
Sufficiently 
enlightening 
Xi that if those counties desired to k eep their 
schools open, and to m aintain the other agencies 
which existed, their only choice was to reject the 
.service offered them by TVA and to rely upon the 
private utilities for electricity, which now has be­ 
come a common household necessity? 
What dif­ 
ference did it m ak e if the people of those coun­ 
ties bought electrical current 
of 
TVA, providing 
they bought it as cheaply, or cheaper than they 
did from the private companies? 
The proposal 
wa.s to reim burse the counties to the

passed to the public’s hands. 
The money was in 
the treasury. It had been set aside from out of the 
receipt of sales of electrical energy.

And Mr. W illk ie’s answ er to that was let them 
stew in their own juice—a few bM ik rupt counties 
would be enlightening. 
Is it any w onder that the 
private utilities scattered throughout the United 
States are work ing overtim e to elect Mr. W illk ie 
president? 
Is it any wonder their representatives, 
together w ith the regular republican organization, 
are turning heaven and earth to place him in the 
While House.

R. WILLKIK says now he is in favor of such 
..V i developmenLs as G rand Coulee, Bonneville, 
TVA, and the little TVA here in Nebrask a.

operation and have been In operation for one or 
two year» . They repre.sent the policy of rural elec­ 
trification inaugurated by the Roosevelt adm inis­ 
tration. 


Among the.ne distficta are thousands of patrons, 
the individual distriirts serving from 250 to more 
than 1,000 farm homes. 
Not until the governm ent 
took up its program of rural electrification did the 
private companies show any Interest in extending 
their lines Into the rural areas to serve farm 
homes. 
The private com panies generally look ed 
upon this business as unprofitablt. 
It m ay be uti- 
profitablc, but 
it the governm ent can subsidize 
the ship building, the m anufacturers, and. Inci­ 
dentally the railroads through grants of land in 
^ e bfginnitig, it can spend some of its millions 
to bring electricity to the farm home.

rural electrification now that he is a candidate for 
the presidency—he was passive if not Inalterably 
oppfMed to It when he was president of a utility— 
and as president of a utility in the most opportune 
position to translate w ords into deeds, the latter 
a phra.se he lik es so m uch to use. 
If as president 
of a great utility he found it impossible to advance 
rural electrification, w hat reasonable ground ex­ 
ists for believing that as president of the A m eri­ 
can people he will become an outatanding advo­ 
cate of rural electrification.

ALL-YEAR TREATMENT FOR HAY 
FEVER VICTIMS IS ADVOCATED 
Hay fever Is an intensive bout 
of allergy which lasts from about 
six to eight week s. It leaves the 
victim weak and subject to sets 
of symptoms which hit the body 
in parts that are especially lik ely 
to allergic m anifestations — the 
nose and the bronchial tubes. 
Out of these 
is 
post-seasonal 
hay fever asthm a. 
W ith some of 
my patients the asthm a used to 
come Oft at the end of the hay 
fever season and last until well 
along in the cold w eather. 
As­ 
thm a is a most curious k ind of a 
disea.se. 
W hat brings it on? 
All 
the subjects have stories to tell 
and they 
regard 
the 
condition 
with 
wond e r m e n t 
and 
awe. 
“Three out of every ten particu­ 
larly mention that laughter brings 
on an attack ,” w rite Drs. June B. 
and Milton Cohen in their book 
Your Allergy 
and 
W hat 
to Do 
A bout It. (J, B. Lippincott), 
With a post-seasonal hay fever 
asthm atic, any exertion, even eat­ 
ing a meal, may set up an attack . 
When in an attack , the asth­ 
m atic often 
assumes a 
position 
that look s 
very 
uncom fortable. 
“One person,” 
relates Dr. Cohen, 
“who had suffered from chronic 
asthm a for a num ber of years re­ 
lated that he had 
learned 
after 
week s of practice to rem ain in one 
of these peculiar attitudes for at 
least an hour at a tim e w ithout 
moving. 
The only w ay for him 
to drop off com fortably into his 
slum bers w ithout the incidence of 
an asthm atic attack was to recline 
on his side, prop up his chest at 
an angle w ith his pillow and to 


round hay fever. A young per­ 
son had the usual bout w ith hay 
fever in the late sum m er; it dis­ 
appeared regularly about the m id­ 
dle of October, Then one year it 
seem d to stop, but a persistent 
cough followed, and the course of 
this w as interrupted with short 
attack s of asthm a. T reatm ent un­ 
dertak en by an experienced ex ­ 
pert at this stage w ill save lots of 
trouble in th« future. The body 
may a t this stage develop an an­ 
tipathy to 
i Increased num ber of 
Inhalants — the 
dandruff 
that 
comes from the sk in of dogs, cats 
and horses, house dusts and cos­ 
m etics, such as face powder. 
Thus a hay fever patient ac­ 
quires m ultiple sensitizationi and 
finds to hh dism ay that his hay 
fever does not leave him w ith the 
first frost, but hangs on ii spots 
all the year round. 
It is for this reason that aller­ 
gists lately 
are 
advocating 
all 
year round treatm ent even for 
seasonal hay fever. Such m anage­ 
m ent recognizes the different sen­ 
sitizations as they arise and by 
applying vaccine treatm ents can 
prepare the sufferer to resist his 
invasion during the hay fever sea­ 
son bette.

j^y^ESIDENT NICHOLAS MURRAY BUTLER of 
Columbia university called his faculty together 
the other day and m ade a speech. He did 
a great 
deal of talk ing but the upshot of it wag that Dr. 
B utler laid down an ultim atum . 
The university. Dr. B utler declared, is support­ 
ing all foreign and defense policies of the federal 
governm ent and no dissenters are wanted. “Those 
whose convictions . . . bring their conduct into open 
conflict with the university’s freedom to go its way 
tow ard its lofty aim should, in ordinary self-respect, 
w ithdraw of their own accord from the university 
m em bership . . . " 
T hat is pretty m uch lik e saying, “if you don’t 
agree w ith me, get out." C erU inly k is probably 
the moEt rigid lim itation on freedom of speech and 
thought which any university in any dem<Kracy 
ever imposed upon it« faculty in tim e of peace. 
Now Dr. B utler 
m no mor« desirous of a 
British victory than are m illions of others of the 
Am erican people and Dr. B utler’s approval of the 
foreign policy and defense program charted by 
President Roosevelt is no m ore fervent than that 
of the overw helm ing m ajority of the American 
people. 


These are tim es of great peril for America and 
the preservation of our dem ocracy calls for the 
fullest patriotic support of the citizenry in the 
governm ent’s general conduct of defense and for­ 
eign policy. Yet this does not m ean that construc­ 
tive criticism on individual issues cannot be raised. 
W hen that time comes Am erica will no longer be 
the home of a free people. Dr. B utler’s ultim atum , 
however, is so sweeping that apparently he would, 
for exam ple, have a professor who disagrees on 
details of the adm inistration of the selective ser­ 
vice act get off his faculty. 
If Dr. B utler’s ultim atum m eans w hat it seems 
to mean then academ ic freedom in the United 
States hai suffered a serious blow.

Since the establishm ent of this 
republic six men have served as 
pi-esident 
w ithout 
first 
having 
been elected to that office. Three 
of these have assumed the presi­ 
dency w ithin my tim e. 
All of 
them w ere elected to the vice­ 
presidency 
and succeeded their 
chiefs, 
who 
w ere 
removed 
by 
death. Two of them were later 
elected to the pi-esidency, they 
being 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
and 
Calvin Coolidge. 
The first man to be promoted 
by death was John Tyler of Vir­ 
ginia, who became chief executive 
upon the demise of William Henry 
Harrison, who lived but a short 
lim e after bein^ inaugurated. Ty­ 
ler m ade no effort to retain the 
office through election, being the 
only man to follow such course 
under lik e circum stances. 


succeeded to the presidency upon 
the death of Gen. Zachary Taylor, 
who, though he served consider­ 
ably longer than Harrison, left 
Fillm ore w ith almost a full term. 
The New Y ork er later made sev­ 
eral efforts to be elected as head 
of the governm ent, but all of them 
were ineffectual. 
The next vice president to be 
elevated by the death of his chief 
was Andrew Johnson of Tennes­ 
see, who followed the m artyred 
Lincoln, who fell before the bullet 
of an assassin. Johnson attem pted 
to gain the republican nominati(Hi, 
but the radical com bination against 
him was too powerful, and Grant 
won the place. Johnson was sent 
by his state to the senate and 
died while a m em ber of that body.
